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BIG STEEL STRIKE WILL GO ON 


Conference in New York Fails to Bring About 


Peaee and It is Probable a General 


Strike Will be Ordered. 


New York, Aug. 3.—The steel 


strike conference held 
here today 


failed to arrive at an agreement. The 
proposals made J. Pierpont Morgan 
and Charles M, Schwab through Pres- 
ident Shaffer and Secretary Williams, 
of the Amalgamated association, one 
week ago, are still open, -but 
the 


strikers* representatives showed no 
inclination to accept them. The rep- 
resentatives of the strikers left the 
conference, at which, 
they 
have 


failed to agree, with the announce- 
ment that they would go into secret 
session themselves. 


After the labor men went into ses- 


sion in the Stevens house a state- 
ment was given out by one of their 
number that the proposition made 
by the United States Steel corpora- 
tion would not be accepted nnd that 
there would be no further conference 
between the corporation 
and 
the 


Amalgamated association 
unless it 


should be asked for 'by the former. 


It was also said that the Amalga- 


mated representativesprobably would 
leave for Pittsburg tomorrow morn* 
ing. 


INSISTED ON OLD TEKMS. 


At the conference of this morning 


Messrs. Morgan and Schwab insisted 
upon the acceptance of the terms of- 
fered by them on Saturday last. 
President Schaffer and his associates 
demanded further concessions in be- 
half of the union. 
Neither sido 


would give in and the conferees dis- 
agreed and parted, leaving the situ- 
ation practically unchanged. Presi- 
dent Schwab went from the confer- 
ence to the office of J. P, Morgan, 
where he was closeted for a time with 
Kobert Bacon. He would not discuss 
the conference or the strike situation. 


WOULD NOT TALK. 


Soon after the adjournment of the 


.conference, D. G. Reid, of the Ameri- 
can Tin Plate company, was asked if 


Mr, Morgan had, as was reported, 
delivered an ultimatum to the strik- 
ers, and he replied that he did not 
wish to say anything which would 
put Mr. Morgan in such a position. 


i He said, however, that the strikers' 
executive committee had until 4 
o'clock today to decide whether they 
would accept the only proposition ever 
made to them by the United States 
Steel corporation, which was that the 
men should go back to work at last 
year's scale of wages. This and no 
other proposition, he said, had been 
or would be made to the Amalga- 
mated executive committee. 


SHAPFER VBRY GRAVE, 


President Shaffer, at the close of 


the conference, went to the Stevens 
house with the other Amalgamated 
association delegates. He was asked 
for a statement as to what had been 
accomplished at the conference, but 
he declined to speak on the subject 
further than to say: 


"It's too serious a matter, I must 


submit certain matters—understand 
me, not propositions—to my men, be- 
fore I con speak." 


He would not say whether or not 


there was to be another conference 
this afternoon. 


President Shaffer and his twelve 


associates of the executive board of 
the Amalgamated association reached 
New York at 8 o'clock this morning. 
The party divided up in order not to j 
attract attention, and in groups of 
twos and threes breakfasted at dif- 
ferent down town restaurants. . 


TO CONFER WITH MORGAN. 
It had been arranged that they 


should confer with Mr. Morgan and 
the officials of the steel companies at 
the office of the United States Steel j 
corporation, in the Empire building, J 
at 1030 o'clock, but it was several 
minutes after that before the first of 
the Amalgamated vice presidents ar- 
rived. 
They waited around in the 


hallways for their fellows, although 
the consulting room in the office of 
the steel corporation was open to 
them. They were prepared to discuss 
almost anything except the steel 
strike. 


When President Shaffer and Secre- 


tary Williams arrived the whole 
party filed into Mr. Schwab's office. 
Mr. Morgan had not yet arrived, but 
the conference really began before he 
came. 
SCHWAB AND MORGAN SPEAK. 


Mr. Schwab spoke first and was 


talking when Mr. Morgan, who came 
with C. E, Dawkms, his English 
partner, and Robert Bacon arrived, 
Mr. Morgan followed Mr. Schwab in 
a brief address to the representatives 
of labor, in which he outlined his po- 
sition and that of the corporation, 
He re-stated the proposals made by 
himself and Mr. Schwab on Satur- 
day last and said that they en- 
compassed all that the employers had 
to offer. A general discussion fol- 
lowed, in which the Amalgamated 
delegation insisted upon greater con- 
cessions than those offered. The dis- 
cussion went into details as to sign- 
ing of the scale for certain mills, but 
it was fruitless. 
Mr. Morgan and 


the steel officials withdrew from the 
room to give the labor delegates a 
chance to confer privately. 


COULD NOT ACCEPT. 


In their absence President Shaffer 


and his associates decided that tlicy 
could not accept the proposals of last

Batemans Point, R. I., Aug. 3.— 


The Columbia beat the Independence 
today by about three-quarters of a 
minute, as timed from shore, over a 
triangular thirty-mile course, in a 
fine ten to twelve-knot breeze. While 
the Columbia beat the Independence 
more than three minutes in the ten- 
mile leg to wind-ward, the Boston 
boat gained steadily on the last leg 
and sailed the last five miles so fast 
that it seemed as if had the yachts 
two miles further to go the Lawson 
yacht would 'have won* The last five 
miles of tlie race was one of the most 
exciting brushes ever seen off New- 
port and made the race today one of 
the most interesting of the season.

The note was clearly printed 
with movable type at a date over a 
hundred years before Gutenberg be- 
gan to experiment. 
The German 


printer was born in 1410, long after 
the use of movable type in China. It 
is asserted, in fact, that the Chinese 
employed movable type as early as 
the eleventh century. 
The British 


museum has a Corean-,book of 1337. 
Paper money in China dates back to 
140 B. C., or earlier. According to 
Xlaproth, the earlier bills were made 
of white stag skin and were a foot 
square.

Judge Huscller has been for sev- 


eral months with tlie> Wichita In- 
dians in southwest Oklahoma, allot- 
ting lands to them. ulf I had it to 
do over again," said the judge to tiu 
Wichita (Kan.) Eagle, "I would taXc 
my wife with me. She was with me 
two weeks and found that white wo- 
men have a remarkable influence 
upon the Indian in the way of in- 
spiring confidence. 
In seeking to 


make pictures I 
found in almost 


every instance that the squaws would 
not stand before the camera unless 
my wife stood with -them. I have 
heard a good deal about loose morals 
prevailing among Indians, bir. so far 
as the Wichitas are con^rned they 
do not deserve the general reputation 
jf lueir i-p.ce. They are not immodest. 
Of course, they do things that wh'ti 
pcop1*! would not do. but it is mostly 
because of their childlike nature. 
The women go bathing twice a day 
in the river, early in the morning 
and again later. The children are in 
the water all the time during hot 
weather. It is no uncommon thing 
early in the morning to see ;i dozen 
squaws trooping silently 
down to 


the river, throw off their sne3i-like 
robes and jump into the river. Their 
solemn silence during the aquatic 
visits is something that I am unable 
to account for."

Imagine a 'huge pair of wings, 
shaped much like those of a bat, or 
rather like the pictorial representa- 
tions of the wings of Satanus, but 
measuring at least twenty feet from 
the points of contact at the shoulders 
to the extremities. These wings are 
constructed of a material hitherto 
unknown, which is the discovery cf 
the inventor, and which is extreme- 
ly light, the braces or ribs being of 
the same material, 
hardened and 


hollow, and capable, at the discre- 
tion of the operator or wearer of the 
wings, of what 
very closely 
re- 


sembles muscular action. -By a very 
simple system of levers these ribs 
can be worked by a motion of the 
arms, which involves 
little or no 


fatigue. 


The material of the wings is made 


in two layers, the space 
between 


them being filled with a modified 
form of oxygen much lighter than 
air. This gives the wings an appear- 
ance of thickness when ready for 
U£s singularly contrasting with the 
apparent frailty of the ribs, which 
are hidden from sight by the pillowy 
surfaces. 


The modus operand! 
of the re- 


markable device is about as follows: 
The wings, when inflated, are made 
to exactly counterbalance the weight 
of the wearer—that is, they ovei*- 
come the force of gravity on the part 
of the individual, who is thus-sus- 
pended, like Mohammed's coffin, be- 
tween earth and heaven. 
To rise, 


-he manipulates the levers controll- 
ing the ribs so as to beat the air 
with the upper portion of the wings 
and immediately he soars aloft at 
greater or less velocity, according to 
the quickness of his motion. An- 
other movement of the ribs sidewise 
causes the wear to advance in a for* 
ward direction. 


Although a steering device is con- 


nected with the apparatus, the ma- 
nipulation of the wings allows for 
the greatest skill and nicety. 
The 


ribs and surf-aces are not joined to- 
gether, but are made into one piece, 
and as the material is highly elastic 
and very strong, there is little or 
no danger of a tear and a possible 
accident* 
As soon 
as the wearer 


wishes to descend to terra frma, he 
allows the oxygen to escape from 
one or more of the compartments into 
which the surface of the wings is 
divided by the ribs, 
and this, of 


course, does not hinder the proper 
manipulation of the latter, thus al- 
lowing him to alight, providing he 
lias the requisite skill, at the very 
point desired. 


When the oxygen is entirely dis- 


charged the wings can be made to

HOSES NOT MODERN. 


Roses are none the less beautiful 


because they are modern flowers; 
"modern/ that is, as the history of 
flowers goes. If we- include among 
the family, after the manner of emi- 
nent botanists, the plums, we find a 
record of one of that clan in the mid- 
dle cretaceous Amboy clays of New 
Jersey. And a hawthorn, which is 
certainly a rose, has written its sig- 
nature in the upper cretaceous rocks 
of Greenland. Roses, therefore, can 
only boast of a pedigree which dates 
back some four or five millions of 
years. That time is short, consider- 
ing the aeons during which plants 
have flourished on the earth; but the 
stock sprung from the primeval an- 
cestor has succeeded mightily in the 
temperate regions of the world, for 
there are at least some sixty-five 
genera and the species known run 
into the hundreds. Nevertheless, we 
cannot say that the roses have ever 
aimed at being a blue-blooded race. 
Content with the "via media" of life, 
they have kept to the less aesthetic 
colors, yellow, white, pink, red and 
purple. Indeed, of that last color I 
know but one -ambitious plant among 
them. It is the purple-flowering 
raspberry growing in the dingle yon- 
der under the cliff. So you will never 
get a blue rose, for man. with all his 
craft, can only lead flowers up and 
down the gamut of color that nature 
has impressed upon them. 
There 


was recently some talk of a blue rose 
being produced, but the talk has sub- 
sided and no more has bson heard of 
the wonder. The "red, red rcse" may 
be modified to the richest purplish 
crimson, nay, even to the depth of 
the darkest shadows on a royal cri m- 
son rose* but a permanently blue ras» 
is as mythical as Duma's ''black 
tulip/'

America, the famous schooner that, 


fifty years ago, went to England and 
in a race around the Isle of Wight 
against fifteen of the British cracks 
bore away the queen's cup for good 
and aye, as it seems, is still a fine and 
seaworthy craft. 
She is the proper- 


ty of Paul Butler, a nephew of Gen. 
Ben Butler, and is now fitting out at 
East Boston. She will celebrate her 
fiftieth anniversary by being present 
next September when the Constitu- 
tion and the Shamrock II., off Sandy 
Hook, renew the struggle for the 
mnrine supremacy which she insti- 
tuted. 


But America since winning the 


queen's cup. which was afterward re- 
named in her honor, has not lived in 
idleness on her reputation. 
Some 


time after winning the trophy she 
was rechristened .the Camilla, and 
woa several races under her new 
name. 
In 1S61 she turned up its 


the Memphis at Savannah in the 
service of the confederates, and to 
escape capture by the United States 
frigate Wabash she was scuttled and 
sunk in St. John's river in Florida. 
After the war she was raised by the 
government, and used as a practice 
beat by the naval cadets at Annapo- 
lis. 
In 1870, when James Ashbury 


challenged for the cup, the govern- 
ment fitted her out -at the Brooklyn 
navy yard at an expense of $25,000, 
and although twenty years old she 
beat the challenger, the Cambria. 
Franklyn Osgood's Magic, however, 
was first home out of a fleet of twen- 
ty-four vessels. America was fourth. 
Ben Butler bought her from the gov- 
ernment for $5,000, and took her to 
Boston. 


The Hub has become quite a snug 


harbor for these -ancient dames of 
hign degree, nnd one may find there 
not only the America, but the Mis- 
chief of 1881, the Puritan of 1885, 
the Mayflower of 1886, and the Vol- 
unteer of 1887. 
The Mayflower was 


chartered liast week by a western 
yachtsman, and she, too, will be seen 
at the cup races. 


The Magic, which beat the Cam- 


bria by forty minutes iu 1870, went 
ashore at Wilmington, Del., a 'dozen 
years later, and in time wind and 
wave wrought out their work upon 
her, and not a trace remains. 


Columbia was the next cup defend- 


er, and i» 1871 she defeated Livonia, 
Mr. Ashbury's second venture for the 
cup. 
Columbia is now owned by J. 


De F. Junkin, of Philadelphia, and 
takes a prominent part in all club 
functions. 


The schconer Madeline, which de- 


fended the cup in 1876 against the 
Canadian boat Countess of Dufferin, 
is still a trim craft, now owned by 
a Mr. Lord, who purchased her from 
her original owner, John S. Dicker- 
ron, • more than a dozen years ago. 
Mr. Dickerson, who is said to be the 
oldest yachtsman in the United 
States, took many cruises in her be- 
fore he sold her, and the logs of these 
expeditions are full of interest to the 
ardent seafarer. 


The Mischief, which beat the sec- 


ond Canadian challenger, Atalnnta, 
in 1881, lay dismantled for a number 
of years in a Boston shipyard, but 
last season she was once more in 
commission, still a beat with a claim 
to admiration. 


The Puritan, which was built by 


Ed Burg-ess for a Boston syndicate, a 
year after her success over Genesta, 
in 1885. was converted into 'a sclioon- 
er and is now owned by John 0. 
Shaw, jr. 


Mayflower, which be.tt Galatea, tho 


next comer, in 18S6, also became a 
schooner nnd was sold by General 
Paine to E. D. Morgan, who is man- 
aging the Columbia in her races wi'th 
the Constitution. 
Mr. Morgan, who 


paid $20,000 for her, sold her after 
a year or so, and her new purchaser 
brought her back tto her old home, 
Boston. 


The Volunteer, also a Burgess boat, 


is now schooner rigged and black 
hulled, and is one of the finest cruis- 
ing yachts in Boston waters. 


Vigilant, wJiich in 1893, defeated 


Lord Dunraven's Valkyrie IL, sub- 
sequently passed into the hands of

BIGGEST GAME 


The largest game preserve in the 


world is the continent of Africa, or 
at least the greater portion o£- it- 
extending from the twentieth degree 
of north latitude down to the north- 
em borders of Cape Colony and Na- 
tal. 
This great scheme was made 


possible by a treaty co-operation of 
England, Germany, Prance, Belgi- 
um, Portugal, Italy and Spain, by 
which it is provided that the hunt- 
ing and destruction of vultures, sec- 
retary birds, owls, giraffes, gorillas, 
chimpanzees, mountain zebras, white 
tailed gnus, elands and the little Li- 
berian hippopotami

Similar protection is given the 


young of certain animals, including 
the elephant, rhinoceros, hippopota- 
mus, anterlope, gazelle, ibex and 
ehevrotain, and to the adults of these 
species when accompanied by their 
young. 
Particular stress is laid on 


the protection of young elephants, 
and elephant tusks weighing 
less 


than twenty pounds will be confis- 
cated. 
The eggs of the ostrich and 


many other birds are protected, but 
those of the crocodile, python and 
poisonous snakes are to be destroyed. 
Even lions, leopards, hyenas, harm- 
ful monkeys and large birds of prey 
may not be 
slaughtered at the 


hunter's will. 
Hunters are required 


to take out licenses, and the number 
ot animals each may kill is limited. 
The use of nets and pitfalls is fot- 
bidden, nor may explosions be used 
for killing fish. 


The main object of this vast pro- 


tective enterprise is economic, to en- 
courage the domestication of the ele- 
phant, sebra and ostrich and to hus- 
band the trade in wild animal pro- 
ducts, which was threatened by the 
rapacity of market hunters and so- 
called sportsmen.

plot and execution is wrong oi*ly 
when the object and cuds are nefa- 
rious. Every family is a s€cret so- 
ciety, every business firm and every 
banking and insurance institution. 
Those men ho have no capacity to 
keep a secret are unfit for positions 
of trust anywhere. There are thou- 
sands of mm whose vital need is 
culturing a capacity to keep a secret 
Itfen talk too much, and women, too. 
There; is a time to keep silence as 
well as a time to speak. 


Although not belonging1 to any of 


the great 
secret 
societies 
about 


which there has been so much viru- 
lent discussion I have only words of 
praise for those associations which 
have for their object 
tho mainte- 


nance of right against wrong, or the 
reclamation of inebriates, or, like the 
score of mutual 
benefit 
societies 


called by different nam^s, that pro- 
vide temporary relief for widows and 
orphans, and for men incapacitated 
by sickness or accident from cam- 
ing a livelihood. 
Had it not b^en 


for the secret labor organizations in 
this country monopoly would long 
ago 
have, 
under its ponderous 


wheels, giound the laboring classes 
into au intolerable servitude. The 
men who want the whole earth lo 
themselves would have got it before 
this had it not been for the banding- 
together of £rcat scciet 
organiza- 


tions. And while we deplore many 
things that have been done by them, 
their existence is a necessity* and 
their legitimate sphere 
distinctly 


pointed out by the providence of Oo'«. 
Such organizations -are trying to dis- 
miss from their association all mem- 
bers who are in favor of anarchy and 
social chaos. 
They will gradually 


cense anything like tyranny over 
their members, and \vill forbid vio-

shillings for <the third, and, if still 
persisting, shall be dealt with os the 
committee thinks proper. 


GOOD MEN IN LODGES. 


There are secret societies in our 


colleges that 
have 
letters pf the 


Greek alphr.bst for their nomencla- 
ture, and their members iira at tho 
very front in scholarship and irre- 
proachable in morals, while there 
are others the scene cf carousal, and 
they gamble, and they dvisk. and 
they graduate- knowing- a hundred 
times move about sin than they do 
of geometry and Sophocles. In other 
words, secret societies, Hk* individ- 
uals, are good or -bad* are the means 
of moral health or of temporal and 
eternal damnation. All gosd people 
recognize the vice of slandering an 
individual, but many do not see the 
sin of slan'dering1 an organization. 
There are old secret societies iu this 
and other countries, some of them 
centuries old, which have been wids- 
ly denounced as immoral and dam- 
aging in their influence; yot I hav3 
hundreds of personal friends who 
belong to them, friends who arc con- 
secrated to God, pillars in II;e church, 
faithful in all relations of life, ex* 
aniples of virtue and piety. 
They 


are the kind of friends 
whom I 


would have ior my executors at ths 
time of my decease, and they ara 
the mm whom I would have carry 
me out to the last sleep when I am 
dead. You cannot make me believe 
that they would belong to bad in- 
stitutions. They are ths men who 
would stamp on anything ii.iquitous, 
and I would certainly ratJier take 
their testimony in regard to such 
societies than the testimony of those 
who, 
having been sworn in as mem- 


bers, by their assault upon them 
confess themselves pcrjuivrs. 


Ono of these secret societies gave 


for the relief of the sick in 1S73 in 
this country $1,490,274. Some of 
these societies have poured a very 
heaven of sunshine and benediction 
into the home of suffering. 
Several 


cf • them are founded on fidelity to 


good citizenship rind tire Bible. 
I 


have never tnken one of their degrees. 
Thy might give me the grip a thous- 
and times and I would not recognise 
it* I am ignorant of their passwords 
and I must judge entirely from the 
outside. But Christ has given us a 
rule by which we may judge not only 
all individuals, but all societies, se- 
cret and open. 
uBy their fruits ye 


shall know them." Bad societies make 
bad men. Good societies make good 
men. A bad man will not stay in a 
good society. A good man will not 
stay in a bad society. Then try all 
secret societies by two or three rules, 


WIFE FOOLISH TO OBJECT. 
Test the first: Their influence on 


home, if you 
have a home. That 


wife soon loses her influence over her 
husband who nervously and foolishly 
looks upon all evening absence as an 
as&uult on domesticity. 
How are the 


great enterprises of reform, and art, 
and literature, and beneficence, and 
public weal to be carried on if every 
man is to have his world bounded on 
one side by his front doorstep, and on 
the other side by his back window, 
knowing 
nothing 'higher than his 


own attic or lower than his own cel- 
lar? That wife who becomes jealou; 
of her husband's attention to art, 01 
literature, or religion, or charity, is 
breaking her own scepter of conjugal 
power, I know an instance where a 
wife thought that her husband war 
giving too many nights to Christian 
service, 
to charitable 
service, 
tc 


prayer meetings and to religious con- 
vocations. 
She systematically 
de- 


coyed him away, until now ho attends 
no church, waits upon no charitable 
institution and is on a i-^pid way tc 
destruction, his morals 
gone, 
hi*-* 


money gone, and, I fear, his soul 
gone. 
Let any Christian wife re- 


joice when her husband consecrates 
evenings to the service of humanity, 
and of God or anything elevating* 
But let no man sacrifice home life to 
secret society life, as many do. I 
can point out to you a great many 
names of men who are guilty of this 
sacrilege* 
They are as genial 
as 


angels at the society rooms and ns 
ugly as sin at home. Thy are gen- 
erous on all subjects of wine suppers, 
yachts and fast horses, but they are 
stingy about the wives' dresses anc 
.the children's shoes. That man liar 
made that which might be a healthful 
influence a usurpr of 'his affections, 
and he lias married it, and he is 
guilty of moral bigamy. Under this 
process the wife, whatever -her fea- 
tures, becomes uninteresting 
and 


homely. He becomes critical of her. 
does riot like the dress, does not like 
the way she arranges 'her hair, ic 
amazed that he ever was so unroman- 
tic as to offer 'her his hand and lieant. 
There are 
secret 
societies where 


mmbership always involves domestic 
shipwreck. Tell me that a man has 
joind a certain 
kind and tell me 


nothing more about him for ten years 
and I will wiite his history if he be 
still alive. The man is a wine guz- 
ssler, liis wife broken-hearted or pre- 
maturely 'old, his fortune gone, and 
his .home a mere name in the direc- 
tory. 


RIGHT AND WHONG WAYS. 


Here are six secular nights in the 
week. "What shall I do with them?" 
says the father and husband. **I will 
give four of these nights to the iin- 
prbvement and entertainment of my 
family, either at home or in good 
neighborhood. I will devote one tc 
charitable institutions. 
I will de- 


vote one to my lodge/' I congrat* 
ulate you. Kere is a man who says. 
tgOut of the si:; secular nights of the 
week I will devcte five to lodges and 
clubs and associations, and one to the 
home, which night I will spend ir. 
scowling like a March squall, wish- 
ing I was out spending it as I have 
spent the other five." That man's 
obituary is written. Not one out of 
ten thousand that ever gets so far on 
the v/rong road ever stops. Grad- 
ually his health will fail through 
late hours and through 
too much 


stimulants he will be first-rate prey 
for erysipelas and rheumatism of the 
heart. 


The doctor coming ir. will at a 


glance see it is not only present dis- 
ease he mus-t fight, but years of fast 
living. The clergyman, for the sake 
of the feelings of taho family, on the 
funeral day will only (talk in religious 
generalties. 
The men who got his 


yacht in the eternal rapids will not 
be at the 
obsequies. They 
have 


pressing 
engagements 
that day. 


Thy will send flowers to the coffin, 
will send -their wives to utter words 
of sympathy, but they will have en- 
gagements elsewhere. 
They never 


come. 
Bring me mallet and chisel 


and I will cut that man's epitaph: 
"Blessed are the dead who die in the 
Lord?" "No," you say, "that would 
not be appropriate." "Let me die 
the death of the righteous* and let 
my last end be like this?" "No," 
you say, "that would not be appro- 
priate." 
Then give me the mallet 


and chisel and I will cut an honest 
epitaph: 
"Here lies the victim of 


dissipating associations." 


ITS BUSINESS ADVANTAGES. 
Another test by which you can find 


whether your secret society is right 
or <wrong is the effect it has on your 
secular occupation. I can understand 
how through such an institution a 
man can reach commercial success. 
I know some men have formed their 
best business relations through such 
a channel. 
If the secret society has 


advantaged you in an honorable call- 
ing it is a g^ood one. 
But has youv 


credit failed? 
Are bargain makers 


aov/ more anxious how they trust you 
v/itli a bale of goods? Have the men 
whose names were down in the com- 
mercial agency Al before they en- 
tered the society been going down 
since in commercial standing? Then 
look out. You and I every day 
know of commercial establishments 
going to ruiii through the social ex- 
cesses of one or two members, their 
fortune beaten to death with ball- 
player's bat, or cut amidships with 
the front prow of the regatta, or go- 
ing down under the swift hoofs of the 
fast horses, or drowned in the large 
potations of cognac or Monongahela. 
That secret society 
was the Loch 


Erne. Their business was the Ville de 
Havre. 
They struck, and the Villc 


de Havre went under! 


The third test by whicti you may 


know whether the society to which 
you belong is good or bad is this: 
What is its effect on your sense of 
moral and religious obligation? Now, 
if I should take the names of all the 
people iu this audience and put them 
ou a roll and then I should lay that 
roll back of this organ and a hun- 
dred years from now some one should 
take that roll and call it from A to Z 
there would not one of you answer. 
I say that any society that makes 
me forget that fact is a bad society. 


When I go to Chicago I am some- 


times perplexed at Buffalo, as I sup- 
pose many travelers are. as -to wheth- 
er it is better to take the Lake Shore 
route or the Michigan. Central, equal- 
ly expeditious and equally safe, get- 
ting to their destination at die same 
time. 
But suppose that I hear that 


on one route the track is torn up, the 
bridges are down, and the switches 
are unlocked, it will not take me « 
great while to decide which road to 
take. 
Now, here are two roads in 


the future—the Christian and the un- 
christian, the safe and the unsafe, 
Any institution or any association 
that confuses my ideas in regard to 
that fact is a bad institution and a 
bad association. 
I had prayers be- 


fore I joined that society, did I have 
them afterward? 
I attended the 


house of God before I connected my- 
self with that union, do I absent my- 
self from religious influences? 


AWAKES WHEN TOO LATE. 
Which would you rather have in 


your hand when you come to die—-a 
pack of cards or a Bible?

would you rather have pressed to

After the labor men went into ses- 


sion in the Stevens house a state- 
ment was given out by one of their 
number that the proposition made 
by the United States Steel corpora- 
tion would not be accepted tind that 
there would be no further conference 
between the corporation 
and

iinless it 


should be asked for -by the former. 


It was also said that the Amalga- 


mated representativesprabably would 
leave for Pittsburg- tomorrow morn- 
ing. 


INSISTED ON OLD TERMS. 


At the conference of this morning 


Messrs. Morgan and Schwab insisted 
upon the acceptance of the terms of- 
fered by them 
011 Saturday last. 


President SchafEer and his associates 
demanded further concessions in be- 
half of the union.

A WASHINGTON INVENTOR CLAIMS TO HAVE SOLVED THE 


PEOBLE'M OF AERIAL 'NAVIGATION.

As the news comes from France 


ths invention of a "practicable" a 
ship, another phase of possible aerl 
navigation presents 
itself 


city in the device of an unkno 
man who has made the subject 
engrossing 
study 
for over forty 


years and who claims to have at la 
met with SUCCESS. 


Julius Englehardt, 
a native 
i 


Baden, has lived in this city for ovi 
twc-nty years, s.iys the Washingtoi 
Times, without axciting any extra 
ordinary d'agree of public attention 
in fact, during1 that period he ha; 
lived alone and practically unknown 
nines, so far as can be ascertained, 
he has absolutely no intimates. A 
bachelor, 
possessing 
a 
sufficien 


amount of money to enable him ti 
exist without earning his bread by 
the sweat of his brow, Mr. Engle 
hardt 'has patiently toiled all thes 
years to bring his scheme -to fruition 
and this result, he believes, he ha 
accomplished. 


The trial of his machine lias no 


yet been made, and its inventor i: 
very reticent as to when, where and 
in what manner he intends making 
the final test of its capability. From 
his expressed confidence in his in- 
vention, however, his friends 
ai'2 


inclined to believe that he has al- 
ready mcae private tests and that 
these have been eminently satisfac- 
tory. 


The machine itself is a complete 


novelty 
among all the 
attempts 


hitherto made, or even, perhaps, con- 
ceived in matters of aerial naviga- 
tion. Iiiir.gine a 'huge pair of wings, 
shaped, much like those of a bat, or 
rather like the pictorial representa- 
tions of the wings of Satanus, but 
measuring at least twenty feet from 
the points of contact at the shoulders 
to the extremities. These wings are 
constructed of a material hitherto 
unknown, which is the discovery of 
the inventor, find which is extreme- 
ly light, the braces or ribs being of 
the same material, 
hardsiied and 


hollow, and capable, at the discre- 
tion of the operator or wearer of the 
wings, of what 
very 
closely 
re- 


sembles muscular action. By n very 
simple system oi' levers these ribs 
can be worked by a motion of the 
firms, which involves 
little or no 


fatigue. 


The material of the wings is made 


in two layers, the space 
between 


them being- filled with a modified 
form of oxyg-en much lighter than 
air. This gives tbe wings an appear- 
ance of tliicknegj .when ready for 
USE singularly contrasting TV ith 
the 


apparent frailty of the ribs, which 
are hidden from sight by the pillowy 
surfaces. 


The modus operand! 
of t-hu re- 


markable device is about as follows; 
The wings, when inflated, are made 
to exactly counterbalance the weight 
of the wearer—that is, they over- 
come the force of gravity on the part 
of -the individual, who is thus sus- 
pended, like Moha-mmed's coffin, be- 
tween earth and heaven. 
To rise, 


Hie manipulates the levers controll- 
ing the ribs so as to beat 
the air 


with the upper portion of the wings 
and immediately he soars aloft at 
greater or less velocity, according -to 
the quickness of his motion. 
An- 


other movement of the ribs sidewise 
causes the wear to advance in a for- 
trard direction. 


Although a steering device is con- 


nected with the apparatus, the ma- 
nipulation of the wings allows for 
tho greatest skill and nicety. The 
ribs and surfaces are not joined to- 
gether, but are made Into one piece, 
and as the material is highly clastic 
and very strong, there is little or 
no danger of a tear and a possible 
accident. 
As soon 
as the wearer 


wishes to descend to terra fi-ma, he 
allows the oxygen to escape from 
one or more of the compartments into 
which the surface of the wings is 
divided by the ribs, 
and this, of 


course, does not hinder the proper 
manipulation of the latter, thus al- 
lowing- him to alight, providing he 
has the requisite skill, at the very 
point desired. 


When the oxygen is entirely dis- 


charged the wings can be made to 
collapse and 
occupy a remarkably 


small space. 


Of course, as the inventor says, 


when the use of these wings- becomes 
universal, every place will be sup- 
plied with reservoirs of the condensed 
modified oxygen. 
The picture of the 


population, when the state of affairs 
alluded to by Mr. Englehardt comes 
about, could not but appeal to one's 
rif.ibility. Fancy looking for a per- 
son one is expecting up in the. air. 


The u£a of the telescope will then 


too, doubtless, be universal. 
Flocks 


will take the place of crowds. 
The 


familiar words "walk" and "stroll' 
will he replaced by "fly" and "flit.1

So you will never 
get a blue rose, for man. with all his 
raft, can only lead flowers up and 
lown the gnmut of color that nature 
as impressed upon them.

The discovery of the drug by the 


Spaniards .in South America is an 
ild story, but it

known that the world's present sup- 
ily of quinine coines from the island 
f Java, where the cinchona tree ii 
iot indigenous, but was introduced 
iily after many failures and with 
nfmitc toil and patience on the part 
if the Dutch government.

keen. 


As it is, the seed of Abraham has 


suffered Uss sheer poverty than any 
other people on earth. 
It has an 


eye for the main, material chance 
thpt is rhe civvy if not the admira- 
tion of the world.

of getting1, -but not its Abrjxm h:v:l. 
When tlis herdmen of 
uncle 
and 


nephew fell out, and Let was offered 
-his choice- of location apart from his

LOT'S FORTUNE VANISHES. 
But Lot was not promised divine 


direstion and his prosperity was not 
a foregone fact. 
And so we ask in 


vain, what became of Lot's fortune? 
It is so much easier to make money 
than to keep it, and as God's bless- 
ing- attends is the only condition 
whei'3 there can be assurance of keep- 
ing it long1. Sot your thoughts aiui 
memory to work and see how many 
very wicked men you have known to 
make great fortune, 
and 
havo it 


wl.ftn they die, and their families 
af t?.r them through two or three sen- 
civ, tions. 
We cannot place romplet 


reliance upon the statistics, but they 
nrr- r;iven to show that three-quarters 
of nil the wealth of ours, the richest 
country in the world, is owned by 
cither church members or those who 
support and approve of the Christian 
religion.

this disproportionate opulence in the

Abram, -\vr.s very beautiful and like- 
ly to be envied by the Egyptians. 


So to secure his own safety he pro- 


posed to her to sacrifice her virtue. 
Say you are my sister, else will they 
kill .me (Genesis ii., 11), and save 
thee alive. 


Is there any excuse to be innde for 


this cowardly compromise with vir- 
tue? 
Not the least. 
Does it dero- 


gate the Bible r.s a divinely authenti- 
cated book that he who is called "the 
father of all who believe" behaved 
so? 
ITot at all. 


Abram was not ?. faultless soul. He 


was reckless in more than one thing-. 
In a late lesson we laid emphasis 
upon the fact th.it Noah, who is writ- 
ten of r.s r. "wghteous man,1-' was only 
relatively righteous. Compared with 
those of his nge and environment he 
was righteous. 
In the treasury of 


the United States there arc five hun- 
dred millions of gold currency, and 
there is n measure of dross in every 
single piece. 
There never lived a 


lapidary v/ho would affirm that mi 
absolutely perfect diamond exists. 


There has baen but one human, be- 


ing on this earth of whom it could be 
snid unequivocally that "in Him wus 
no sin." 
Thnt was Jesus Christ. 


And Jesus Christ was infinitely more 
perfect tlmi Abram—more so than a 
•em of first water is costlier than a 
•niece of cheap jewelry. 


Both Ahram in Egypt and Lot in 


Sodom were excucdin&iy better than 
heir neighbors generally, and that 
s enough. 
But they each mndc a 


Mrrow escape of life and i mm ort.il- 
?-y. simply through a willingness to 
sacrifice everything holier and higher 
or present good. 
How much more 


'salted is the example of a noble 
child of God in the New Testament, 
?aul! 
To Paul the present was a

'•Tne s>ix-d.iy 'ferry' is an antei'eit- 
ig contrast to the steamship that

•That first Atlantic ferryboat was an 
Aiueiican craft—the Savannah, from 
New York to Liver-pool, the last of

'Today there are a hundred 'ferry- 


boat's' representing fourteen or fifteen 
hies, and burning, not pitch pine, 
but a ton of coal every five minutes, 
or 300 tons a day.

pean ports bring to this country ev- 
ery summer some 100,000 cabin pas- 
sengers, of whom fully 80,000 are 
home-corn ing Americans.
